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Tfco Moon'3 Forco. 

After getting somewhat accustomed 
to the greatness and strength of a bar 
of solid steel IG\ feet square, imagine 
one which is one mile square — 52S0 
feet wide and as many thick. If it lay 
on the ground near the Catskill Moun- 
tains, ite upper surface would overtop 
their highest summit by more than 
1,000 feet. It would be equal to 102,- 
•100 such monster bars as the last. Its 
lifting power would be nearly 240,SG9,- 
000,000 tons. The mind is utterly un- 
able to grasp such figuros. The whole 
globe contains 1,200,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. If each man, woman and child 
could pull with a force of 100 pounds 
— a largo estimate — to move such a 
w eight would require the united efforts 
of two thousand such worlds as this. 
As I shall havo frequent occasion to 
speak of the load which such a bar 
could sustain, I shall, for convenience, 
call it in round numbers 2 10,000,000,- 
000 tons, neglecting the other figures, 
because the number is so inconceivably 
great that taking from it a billion or 
so of tons will alter the result less than 
one-half of one per centum. This bar 
is to bo the unit of measure which I 
shall for the present employ. 

If a half dozen persons wore asked 
how large the moon appears, they would 
give as many different replies: "The 
size of a cartwheel,'' "Twelve inches a- 
cross," "The size of a dinner plate," 
"As big as a man's head," etc. Prob- 
ably no one would mention a smaller 
measure, yet a cherry held at arm's 
length much more than covers its disk. 
It is diflieult to believe that so small a 
body exerts any considerable influence 
on the earth which seems so much lar- 
ger. It is easy enough to admit that 
the earth holds the moon in its orbit; 
but that to this, to bend its course in- 
to a nearly circular orbit, requires any 
great outlay of force, is not so clear. 
Our credulity would be taxed were we 
asked to believe that the moon in its 
efforts to move in a straight line would 
break away, although held by a bar of 
steel one foot square, for that means a 
force able to lift re.u'ly 9,000 tons. An 
astronomer would grant it, making first 
a mental calculation to see if he were 
justified in doing so; but oven ho would 
hesitate and perhaps would deny that 
it was possible the moon could pull 
asunder one of those great unit bars 
one mile square, and equal to more than 
21,000,000 bars each one foot square. 

But we would have no hesitation in 
saying, "Impossible!" if told that, rath- 
er than change its course from a straight 
line to its present e.' >e ojr wilful lit- 
tle satellite wo.'ld srap like pack-thread 
not one, nor two, nor three of those 
unit-bars, but the united strength of 
10,000 — or in other words, one gigan- 
tic bar whose section is 10,000 miles 
square. Yet, more than eight such 
bars, or, more precisely, 87,500 unit 
bars, would but barely deflect the moon 
into its present path. — Popular Science 
Monthly, 

Danger Attonding tho Rejection o* a 
Loap Yoar Proposal. 

A few days since the daughter of old 
man Adams, a white man in the Creek 
Nation, Arkansas, shot and killed the 
Postmaster at Tulsa, named Church, be- 
cause he would not marry her. Sitting 
on a white horse, ho was riding by the 
log shanty of the Adamses, when a wo- 
man hailed him with a revolver hidden 
under her apron, and, standing in front 
of the house, asked Church, also a white 
man, the usual leap-year question, to 
which he gave an emphatic "No." De- 
liberately she raised the pistol, and sent 
a forty-live calibre bullet through his 
heart. He still sat on his horse, the 
blood running down either flank, when 
she again took aim at the heart, the 
ball crushing through and splitting the 
shoulder-blade. The man fell dead at 
her feet, and she then dragged the bo- 
dy to the side of the road, took off her 
Bpron and spread it carefully over the 
dead face, caught her pony, and riding to 
a neighbour, told what she had done. In 
the quaint language of the frontier she 
said:— "You uns will find his body down 
by the road, and you'd better take care 
of it before the hogs cat it." She then 
rode to another neighbor, two miles 
the other way, passing by the body as 
she went. Then, piloting one of the 
neighbors to the sccno of the murder, 
she dismounted and coolly went about 
her work. Through fear of lynching 
however, herself and father took their 
skiff and started down the Arkansas 
river, but were finally picked up by 
the Indian police, and are awaiting trial 
in the United States gaol.

What WTo have Dono for India. 



During the last ten years it has been 
my business to visit, almost every win- 
ter, the twelve provinces of India, arid 
to superintend a survey of their popu- 
lation and resources. The Indian gov- 
ernment has, so to speak, ordered me 
to conduct for it a great stock-taking 
after a century of British rule. 1 have 
often amused myself, during my soli- 
tary peregrinations, by imagining what 
a Hindoo of the hist century would 
think of the present state of his coun- 
try, if he could revisit (lie enrth. I 
havo supposed that his first surprise at 
the outward physical changes had sub- 
sided; that he had got accustomed to 
the fact that thousands of square miles 
of the jungle, which in his time were 
inhabited only by wild beasts, have 
been turned into fertile croplands; that 
fever-smitten swamps havo been cover- 
ered with healthy, well-drained cities; 
that the mountain walls which shut ofl 
the interior of Indin from the seaports 
have been pierced by roads and scaled 
by railways; that the great rivers which 
formed the barriers between the pro- 
vinces, and desolated the country with 
their floods, have now been con- 
trolled to the uses of man, spanned 
by bridges, and tapped by canals. 
But what would strike him as more sur- 
prising than thu"se outward changes is 
the security of the people. In pro- 
vinces where every man, from the 
prince to the peasant, a hundred years 
) went armed, ho would look round 
in vain for a matchlock or a sword. Ho 
would find the multitudinous native 
states of India, which he rememborei 
in jealous isolation, broken only by 
merciless wars, now trading quietly 
with each other, bound together by- 
railways and roads, by the post and 
the telegraph. He would (hid, more- 
over, much that was new as well as 
much that was changed. Ho would 
see tho country dotted with imposing 
edifices in a strange foreign architec- 
ture, of which he could not guess the 
uses. He would ask what wealthy 
prince had reared for himself that spa- 
cious place. Ho would be answered 
that the building was no pleasure house 
for tho rich, but an hospital for the 
poor. He would enquire in honor of 
what new deity is this splendid shrine. 
He would be told that it was no new 
temple to the gods, but a shcol for the 
people. Instead of bristling fortresses 
he would see courts of justice; in place 
of a Mohammedan general in charge 
of each district, he would find an 
English magistrate ; instead of a 
swarming soldiery, he would discover 
a police.

Tho San Francisco ATeicaletler of re- 
cent date has this to say about the Pa- 
cific railway scheme: Some eastern 
papers, and one in this city, have of 
late been dashing cold water upon the 
Dominion Pacitic Railway Scheme. 
This is mean and short-sighted. Even- 
railway that is laid down across this 
continent will benefit San Francisco 
and California. Tho Dominion road 
will raise up a great commercial city 
on the British Paget Sound possession; 
but such a city will be of more good 
than injury to us. It, and the creat 
road that feeds it, will have a direct 
trade with this port, just as Portland 
now has its San Francisco lino of 
steamers and sailing vessels. The rail- 
way will penetrato a rich mining coun- 
try for 1,000 miles of its course. Its 
mines will increase tho demands upon 
our manufacturers for machinery and 
tho hundreds of thousands of fresh 
population that will crowd its towns, 
mines, fields and lumber forests, will 
take of our -wine, fruit, brandy, and 
canned goods, to the great benefit of 
our traders and producers. It is al- 
ways better to have energetic, thrifty, 
rich neighbors than pool and indolent 
ones; and the kind of population that 
will bo invited by tho * Dominion Pa- 
cific railway is of that material out of 
which thrift and riches spring — Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Canadian farmers of 
moderate means, stout hearts and strong 
arms, seeking a new world in which to 
plant tho industries and institutions 
of their native country. The same 
class has, in one generation, made New 
South Wales, Victoria and New Zea- 
land the most vital regions in tho 
world, according to population;, ami 
they will find as good opportunities in 
Saskatchewan Valley, and along the 
lino of tho proposed road, which, being 
constructed with English capital di- 
rectly interested in tho speediest pos- 
sible settlement and cultivation of the 
land, and development of its mines and 
all other resources, cives a guarantee 
of liberal treatment of tho settlers in 
tho purchase of lands and homes and 
afterwards in rates of transportation for 
their produce. 

KINO LAKE AND THE "TIMES." 

Not a little interest has been excit- 
ed, especially in literary and journal- 
istic circles, by a somewhat bitter con- 
troversy that has been going on be- 
tween Alexander W. Kinglake, the 
historian, and the Tiiii?.*. In the last 
volume of his "Invasion of the Crimea" 
Mr. Kinglake makes a vigorous at- 
tack on the Thunderer — that is on Dr. 
Wm. Howard Russell and the late Mr. 
Delane — for making disclosures in- 
jurious to England during the Crimean 
war, a subject which in one of his 
earliest volumes ho had described at 
length. He says Mr. Delano had too 
much zeal for mero news-getting, and 
making a quotation from one particular 
leading article in the 2'ime$, says that 
if the offender be dead there's obvious 
warrant for silence, while if he be alive 
and sentient, a mero reproduction of 
his words will give him enough of pain. 
He also sueers at Mr. Delane for hav- 
ing mado his living by writing for the 
press while at Oxford. To all this the 
Time* makes reply that it did real ser- 
vice to the country by its exposure of 
the mismanagement of the war in tho 
Crimea in 1851, and calls Mr. King- 
lake a "creeping historian," guilty of 
impertinence and making vulgar 
charges. It is altogether likely that 
this controversy will be renewed in the 
forthcoming life of Delane, on which 
Sir Ceo. Webber, a distant connection 
of Delane by marriage, and a well- 
known writer on Scandinavian litera- 
ture and philology, is engaged. 

yaljTscuool. 

The schoolhouse at Vale was destroy- 
ed nt the time of the big fire, and be- 
yond calling for tenders no steps have 
been taken by the government to re- 
build. The children of that busy burgh 
have consequently, for more than three 
months, been without educational 
facilities. Other localities not nearly 
so populous are erected into school 
districts, and have substantial buildings 
for the accommodation of ten or twelve 
pupils. At Yalo, where the number of 
children of school age is from 10 to 50, 
the government hesitates to rebuild be- 
cause the tenders received for the work 
exceed the sum they had set apart — 
§500. Wo are told that a suitable 
building cannot bo put up for the sum 
named. The government should en- 
large the appropriation immediately, or 
the winter will be upon the settlement 
and the work cannot bo prosecuted un- 
til next spring. The Yaleitos feel their 
enforced deprivation keenly and have 
urged the government to carry out 
their obligations, so far without suc- 
cess.

Monday, Nov. 1st. 

Pursuant to notice Mr. McCreight, Q.C., 
its Counsel for the Crown attended to 
draw up the order in the ease of the Mc 
Lean and Hare vs. the Queen. 

Mr. McCreight stated that his object in 
attending before his Lordship was to have 
the order of 'JGth June last on this caso 
formally drawn up and proceeded to read 
draft order, which, among other things, 
quashed the indictment preferred and 
judgment had in this case in last March 
before Mr. Justice Croase at New West- 
minster. 

Mr. \V. Norman Hole said that al- 
though he was very unwilling to interrupt 
his learned friend the Crown counsel, he 
felt it his duty on bohalf of his fellow 
counsol, Mr. T. Davie, and himself to say 
thoy were not properly instructed in the 
caso, and nlso that ho could not holp re- 
marking that the order as now drawn up 
was something never contemplated when 
the rule nisi was obtained, inasmuch as 
the only matter then discussed was tho 
authority under which the prisoners wore 
dotainod, whereas it was proposod to go 
very much further and in fact make such 
an order as could only bo properly mado 
where a, writ of error was obtained, a 
proceeding to which lie must strenuously 
objected. Tho learned counsel read at 
length from the published judgment of 
the Court and submitted that tho order 
now sought for was something entirely 
different from that mado on tho 2Gth 
June last and contended that before such 
an order as the proposed one was mado 
certain steps should bo taken to ground 
tho applications which lie allegod weronot 
taken. Mr. Bole strongly protested 
against a virtually new order being mado 
in tho case. 

Mr. Davie followed and stated his ob- 
jections to the course sought to be pur- 
sued, endorsing Mr. Bolo's views after 
which counsol loft tho court.

Ottawa, Oct. 1G. 

A new order provides that no appoint- 
ment to tho district staff of the militia 
now existing or hereafter to be made shall 
bo tenable for a longer period than five 
years, and during that time any such ap- 
pointment must bo entirely subject to 
the powers of the Governor-General in 
council, and to the exigencies of tho sor- 
vice and no such appointment shall bo 
held by an oflicer above tho ago of sixty- 
three years. 

The following is tho new arrangement 
so far as it affects British Columbia: Col- 
onel S. \V. Laurio, Deputy Adjutant Gon- 
eral Military District, No. 9 to be Deputy 
Adjutant General, Military District No. 
11; headquarters Victoria, B. C, vice 
Lieutenant-Colonel Houghton transferred 
to Military District No 10. 

Lieutentant-Colonel C. F. Houghton, 
Deputy Adjutant-General, Military Dis- 
trict No. 11 to be Deputy Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Military district No. 10, Head Quar- 
ters at Winnipeg, Man,, vice Lieutenant- 
Colonel Smith, transferred to Military 
District No. 5. 

The respective Brigade Majors will 
leave their present stations mi January 
'2nd, 1881, and proceed directly to their 
new headquarters for duty. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

The following sections of the order pro- 
vides as follows: — 

All public property, books, records and 
documents in possession of staff officers at 
the respective stations, together with a 
statement in writing giving detailed in- 
formation relating to the force and to 
militia affairs in tlieir several divisions or 
districts, are to to be transferred to the 
officers appointed' to relievo them, and 
for duty in those districts. 

On reporting for duty at bis new sta- 
tion each staff oflicer will be allowed the 
cost of his actual personal transport and 
hotel expenses necessarily incurred en 
route from his present station to that to 
which he is ordered to proceed, together 
with an allowance to the cost of transport 
of such luggage as he actual^' requires to 
take with him, not to exceed 1,000 pounds 
in weight, and a sum of money equal to 
two months' pay to coverall other person- 
al claims and expenses incident to his re- 
moval where the distance to be travelled 
is under five hundred miles and an ad- 
ditional month's pay where such distance 
is • over five hujjdred miles.

His Honor said that on this occasion 
ho would give the defendant tho benefit 
of tho doubt as to whothor she came 
under tho provisions of tho Vagrancy Act 
or not. He would fine her §2 or in de- 
fault 14 days' imprisonment. 

Jas. Gardiner, was charged with sup- 
plying Indians with intoxicating liquors. 

Officer Lindsoy said that on Sunday 
morning he saw tho prisoner with a bottle 
under his coat and having reason to sus- 
pect him he followed him closely. He 
shortly afterwards entered an Indian shan- 
ty where ho (witness) found him amongst 
a numbor of natives and saw a bottle con- 
taining gin on the bed. 

In reply to his Honor tho defendant 
said he did not know anything about the 
mattor. If the officer said ho was guilty, 
ho supposed he was. 

His Honor remarked that the pleading 
was a strange one. 

Tho prisoner— Well, if tho gentleman 
(meaning the witness) says I'm guilty I ex- 
pect I am. 

An Indian woman was then sworn and 
testified that tho prisoner came to tho 
house she lived at, but sho did not give 
him money to buy tho liquors and did not 
know whether he supplied it. 

His Honor took a favorablo view of the 
prisoner's case and discharged him. 

Ah Tan, a Chinaman, charged with sup- 
plying intoxicating liquor to an Indian, 
was convicted and fined §50; in default 
of payment two months' imprisonment. 

Win. Goland, charged with vagrancy, 
was remanded for three days for sentence. 

Alphonse Verdier appeared in answer 
to a summons, issued at the instance of 
his wife, charging him with neglecting to 
provide necessary food and clothing for 
hor. 

Tho hearing of the caso occupied tho 
attention of the Court for several hours 
and at p. in. it was adjourned until 
Thursday next. A further charge of as- 
sault preferred by the prosecutrix was also 
adjourned.

Tho Riso in Sugar. 



Tho San Francisco Bulletin of tho 28th 
inst. says: San Francisco sugar rofinors 
havo to-day put up prices jc all round. 
This is the first rise since September 29th 
and is tho tenth mado this year. The stock 
of raw sugar here has been scarce for some 
time and enforced delay in arrival of ex- 
pected consignments from Hongkong has 
made matters still worse, but for weak- 
ness in tho New York market and the 
fear of a renewal of imports from that di- 
rection prices hero would havo been ad- 
vanced earlier in the season. Revised 
schedule of American California refiners 
from thisdato is as follows: Fancy extra 
powdered in bbls. 13}; powdered 12i; 
cube, crushed and fine crushed, 12A; dry 
granulated 12] ; moist granulated extra 
golden c 11; Eldorado 10c: Mariposa c 10 j; 
other yellow sugar 10J. This advance 
makes tho prico of crushed just the same 
as it was at the beginning of tho year, 
which is tho highest figure paid and lie 
tho lowest for the season. There is littlo 
hope of replenishing stocks of raw sugars 
here to any extent until the first of Janu- 
ary, when the new crop at the Hawaiian 
Islands will begin to arrive. There aro 
s ipposed to be two cargoes en route from 
Manilla all duo in tho next two months, 
and a cargo from Hongkong, now delayed, 
at Yokohama for repairs to tho vessel. 
An important consideration in influencing 
the action of local refineries is the ad- 
vance of 1 cent on sugar freights from 
New York by rail. This very convenient- 
ly helps them out.

Londos, Oct. 2^. — At a meeting of 
borough magistrates of Limerick it was 
decided that one hundred additional 
police be drafted for service in tho 
town on the occasion of Parnell's re 
caption, Nov. 1st.

— A telegraphic ro- 
port from Riggio do Calabria, Italy, 
says there was a continued heavy rain 
lasting seven hours in that vicinity. 
Cottages were swept away by the 
flood, killing seven persons. 

Raou'sa, Oct. 30, — A determination 
to resist the Turks has been manifested 
by the residents of Dulcigno. The 
people have taken up a position on St. 
George Bridge and the streets leading 
to it in order to. oppose the Turkish 
gulars. Troops under Riza Pasha 
are being stationed with a view to pre- 
vent the mountaineers from giving aid 
to the people of Dulcigno. 

New York, Oct. 30. — A London 
telegram says that Forster, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, is particularly anxi- 
ous to bring Parnell into the Court. 
He believes that if Parnell is impri- 
soned, the League and its followers will 
fall to pieces.
